4« It is estiraafted that a cutback of 10 percent from present yevsls of oil 
consun^jtion would pehnit analntenance of yWestern European Industrl^ production at 
approximately the ^vels of late 1950, /and of transportation at Jths extreme tninimum 
necessary far thalf purpose. Ho apprejilable expansion of indUBlpy, whether for 
achieving viability or for reannament, would be possible. Rationing of even 10 per- 
cent would present great difficulties in time of peace. 

5. Loss df the total oil production of the Mddle East would thus constitute 
a disaster to Present prospects fdr a restoration of Western European viability, 
and it vjould make the Ifestern European rearmament program, as currently contem- 
plated, iBpoisible of accomplie^ent. It xjould be lapossible to develop alternative 
sources of mergy within the pOTiod of this program. 

6. It I should bo noted, however, that even should the Soviet Union g»-<n con- 
trol of the output of Middle /East oil, it would not be Able to use it save to a 
limited degree under present availabilities of transporiatlon. The USSR would prob- 
ably, therefore, in time of/ peace wish to sell consldOTabLo amounts of Middle East 
oil to Western Europe. SltjoQ Vfestern European oil requirements cannot adequately 
be mot frda other sources,/ the USSi would thereby acquire oonsidarable bargaining 
power in peeking to acquire strategic materials and manufactured products. 
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
